Old trout fisher EdgarinS, 
Feliks and myny others. Edmunds already died in a sanatorium. After a 
long time recuperating in the sanatorium tha following have recovered 
and returned: agrinom K&rlis ^uschens- and Aleksandrs ^uschens , also 
GunarS^Te^kalns. Kugitis is fighting hard with his sickness. It is 
doubtfull whether he will recover. 

Also nine and my sisters Ilmarina health is not in a perfect shape, but 
at present we keep on. Who knows for how long? As you know yourself 
that the climate here is damp and unhealthy and the illness can progress 
very fast. Now I have complained too much about our troubles. Doctors 
advise us to change climate, and since our work is not very important 
here, maybe with your and Verners help it would be possible for us to 
change t®ua dryer climate.
